London, March 14.—The rumor of 
evacuation of Port Arthur is repeat­ 
ed today from different points, but it 
Is absolutely without confirmation 
According to a St Petersburg cor 
respondent vague rumors are curreut 
there that later telegrams describe 
the bombardment of Port Arthur as 
much more serious than has been ad­ 
mitted officially. 
Special dispatches 
from Toklo and Yin Kow also give re­ 
ports of heavy Russian casualties at 
Port Arthur, amounting to 40 men 
killed and 100 wounded, but they are 
ao conflicting in details that it is not 
wlae to give them much credence 
In a dispatch from Toklo dated 
March 13, a correspondent says in the 
latest attack on Port Arthur two Rus­ 
sian torpedo boat 
destroyers 
were 
sunk and great damage was done to 
the docks, forts and arsenals, includ­ 
ing the explosion of a powder maga­ 
zine. 
Dalny is reported to have been 
almost 
entirely 
destroyed; 
several 
guns 
there 
were 
dismounted, 
and the crew of four torpedo boats 
in the inside harbor ar»- said to have 
deserted 
A correspondent at Yin 
Kow reports that the Russian baule- 
shlp Retvizan, at Port Arthur was hit 
five times by Japanese projectiles and 
that there were twenty casualties on 
board. 
This correspondent declares 
further that the presence of Japanese 
at Feng Huan Caeag (the Manchurian 
town about 45 miles northwest of Wl- 
Ju.» has been confirmed. 
A Yin Kow* correspondent reports 
that serious disputes occur daily be­ 
tween the Russian naval and mili­ 
tary officers at Port Arthur, the latter 
reproaching th* former with incom­ 
petency and cowardice. 
The corres 
pondent describes the floating of the 
battleship Retvizan, and says the dock 
at Port Arthur is too small to repair 
her. 
Gen. Stoessel (In command at 
Port Arthur) has been ordered to the 
Yalu, the correspondent 
concludes, 
and he will be replaced by Gen. Smir­ 
noff. 
In a dispatch from Che Foo, dated 
March 12. a correspondent describes 
an inspection of Port Arthur made on 
the 11th, from a boat. 
The new’ city 
seemed to be on fire; three columns of 
smoke were ascending from It. 
The 
Bread hill fort appeared to have suf­ 
fered terribly, the defenses were shat­ 
tered and the earth works torn up. 
No guns were visible. 
The line of 
fort* on the Tigers tail also appeared 
to have suffered damage. 
At sunrise 
no signs of life could be seen any­ 
where, and Port Arthur looked like a 
city of death. 
The torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers inside did not appear to have 
steam up. 
Special dispatches from Port Arthur 
aay there are rumors among the Chi 
nese population that the projected 
Japanese descent on the Liao Tung 
peninsula is imminent 
A Tien Tsin correspondent reports 
that there are a thousand Japanese 
nearing New Chwang 
A Seoul correspondent confirms pre­ 
vious reports that it Is the intention 
of Japan to wait until the ice breaks 
up before making lar~-' disembarka­ 
tions, In order to avoid difficulties on 
the roads. 
Troops a-e still arriving 
to make good the deficiencies on the 
8eoul-Chemulpo lint* which has been 
denuded of troops but some time is 
likely to elapse bet ore any great 
achievement is attempted. 


A CLEAN VICTORY 


Japs Again Show Superiority as Sea 
Fighters. 
Toklo, March 14.—Official and pri­ 
vate reports both indicate that Ad­ 
miral Togo’s fourth attack on Port 
Arthur on the 10th inst. was the most 
effective since the first assault of a 
month 
ago. 
One Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer was sunk and several 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers were 
seriously damaged. 
The fortifications 
and city wore subjected to a heavy 
bombardment 
lasting 
nearly 
four 
hours. 
The naval bombardments of 
land works havp generally been inef­ 
fective yet the peculiar topographical 
conditions of Port Arthur make Im­ 
munity from serious loss from bom­ 
bardment impossible. 
Admiral To­ 
go’s torpedo flotilla opened the action 
by boldly steaming In under the bat­ 
teries and successfully placing a num­ 
ber of mechanical mines at the mouth 
of the harbor. 
Following that there 
was a desperate bow to-bow encounter 
between the torpedo boat destroyers 
In which the Japanese appear to have 
scored a clear victory. 
Then follow­ 
ed a long range duel between the crui­ 
sers. ending in the retirement of the 
Novik and Bajan, the only Russians 
engaged. 
The closing action was the bom­ 
bardment of the inner harbor by the 
Japanese 
battleships. 
The 
latter 
took a position southwest of Port Ar­ 
thur and used only their 12-inch guns 
There were twenty-four 12-inch guns 
In the squadron of six battleships, 
and each gun was flred five rounds, 
making a total of 120 huge projectiles 
that were fired at the eity. The bom­ 
bardment was deliberate and careful­ 
ly planned. 
Admiral Togo was una­ 
ble to definitely learn the results of 
the bombardment, but later private 
reports indicate that much destruc­ 
tion was caused in the city, where a 
serious fire broke out. 
There was 
also damage to batteries. 
CapL Shojiro, assistant command­ 
ing the flotilla of torpedo destroyers 
which engaged the Russian destroy­ 
ers, is the hero of the attack. 
He had 
only three destroyers, but attacked 
the six Russian destroyers, ordering 
his craft to close in with the enemy. 
He steamed so close to the enemy's 
destroyers that they almost touched, 
and a most desperate conflict ensued, 
from which the Russians retired bad­ 
ly disabled. 
Engineer Minamisawa of the de­ 
stroyer 
Kasumi 
received 
a 
small 
wound. 
Minamisawa participated in 
the flrst torpedo attack on Port Ar­ 
thur, also in the attempt to bottle up 
the harbor by sinking commercial 
steamers 
He was commended both 
times for his gallantry. 
The Japanese flotilla which sunk 
the mines at the mouth of the harbor 
later engaged two Russian destroy 
ers. 
Admiral Togo’s object In send­ 
ing cruisers to Talienwan bay was to 
encompass the destruction of a sig­ 
nal station mine depot at Samshan- 
tiao 
This object was achieved and 
the buildings were demolished. 
Rear Admirals Dewa and Uriu par­ 
ticipated in the operations under Ad­ 
miral Togo, the details of whose op­ 
erations became known in Japan only 
on Sunday, and the news created in­ 
tense enthusiasm. 
Admiral Togo Is 
permanetly numbered among the he­ 
roes of the empire 
The latest reports 
place the Japanese loss at nine killed, 
flve seriously wounded and seventeen 
slightly hurt. The Japanese fleet was 
not engaged in the fighting.

LIBERAL CONSTRUCTION. 


To be Placed on the Ponsion Law 
of 1890. 


W ashington, March 12 
indiana 
soldiers will be Interested in two con­ 
clusions just reached 
by President 
Roosevelt and leading Republicans 
relative to the pension policy of the 
government. 
The first is that no ser­ 
vice pension law will be passed at this 
session of Congress, the second an ex­ 
ecutive order tending materially to re- 
j lax the construction of the act of 1*90 
and 
thereby provide 
l e s i o n s for 
thousandsof veterans whohavereached 
the age of sixty-five and upwards. 
This will be cheering news to veterans. 
After careful consideration of the 
whole problem the committee leaders 
in both houses have reached the ceu- 
I elusion, which is shared by President 
Roosevelt, th a t it would be impossible 
now for the government to pass a gen­ 
eral service pension law as it would ; 
surely add $15,000,000 more to the pen- * 
sion paym ents. 
U nder the present interpretation by 
the bureau of the act of 185*0, which 
was really an act to provide pensions 
for ail soldiers physically unable to 
earn a support, 
whether their dis­ 
abilities were of service origin or not 
the bureau 
has 
insisted that some 
special disabilities should be shown 
by the applicants for pension unless 
the applicant had reached the age of 
, seventy-five, when a pensionable dis­ 
ability is presumed. Now it is beld 
that most of the veterans who have 
attained t b e a ? e o f sixty five are un­ 
able to earn a support by manual la­ 
bor, yet they may not be able to spec­ 
ify any particular physical disability 
the result of disease or injury. 
Under 
a liberal construct! rn of the law of 
; 1890, alm ost every veteran who has 
reached the age of sixtv-five will be 
able on application to obtain it least 
the minimum pension allowance. 
This 
will affect hundreds of 
soldiers in 
Indiana.
